The chief object in reorganizing 
the cabinet is to unite all elements in 
parliament in Support of the govern- 
ment's foreign policy, particularly as 
regards the Balkans. ••• 
•-Foreign Minister Deicasse has been 
ill and his continued 
poor 
health 
raised 
the 
question 
whether his 
strength would permit him longer to 
carry the burdens of his position. 
Theophil Deicasse has been one of 
the foremost of Prance's statesmen 
during the 
last 
twenty-five years, 
having to his credit above all else, 
the inspiration which led to the for- 
mation of the Anglo-French entente 
! cordiale. He was also credited with 
an effective infmeunce in the settle- 
ment of the differences between Rus- 
sia and reat Britain, making possible 
the formation of the triple entente. 
As foreign minister in a former cab- 
inet, he aroused the bitter hostility of 
Germany when it was believed his 
policy aimed at the political isolation 
of that nation. 
His efforts to extend French influ- 
ence in northern Africa in particular 
were regarded with distrust in Ger- 
many, and his Moroccan policy, lead- 
ing to the crisis in 1905 between Paris 
and Berlin, resulted in his resigna- 
tion after holding office for 
eleven 
years. 
Subsequently he filled other 
public positions, and 
in August of 
last year he wa srecalled to the for- 
eign affairs portfolio.

Germans Discover Ruse of British to 


Locate Warships 'and

The court 
devoted much time in explaining the 
laws relating to conspiracy and, in 
forming a conspiracy, he said, "There 
need be no formal words. The con- 
spiracy is complete when two or more 
persons unite or combine for the com- 
mon purpose to commit a felony 
whether such felony be in fact com- 
mitted or not."

IS WAYNE'S ADVICE 


TELLS TWILIGHT CLUB OF IM- 


PORTANCE OF NEW IDEA IN 


EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 


GOV. HOARD, EDUCATOR 


Former Superintendent of Janesville 


Schools Praises Ex-Governor for 


His Work for Practical 


Education. 


"With characteristic vigor and di- 
rectness Prof. D. D. Mayne, principal 
of the Minnesota agricultural school 
at St. Paul, addressed the Twilight 
club Tuesday evening on the subject 
of "Industrial Education." 
It was a 
red letter meetin.? of .the club, as the 
speaker and guest of honor was also 
the founder of the organization which 
has flourished for the past nineteen 
years. But aside from that notable 
fact, the message which was brought 
by the club's founder, created a deep 
impression and Prof. Mayne was 
given something like an ovation of 
applause when he concluded his ad- 
dress. 
, 
Prof. Mayne made a plea for a new 
system of education In the 
public 
schools of the 
land. He urged 
a 
breaking &way from 
the 
time-worn 
and traditional idea that the school Is 
something 
apart 
from 
the world 
where (the three R'.s are taught witlF 
out relation to the things of every- 
day life. 
He advocated that the best 
sort of education was that which con- 
nected and linked together theory and 
practice, which correlated the practi- 
cal experience of the child in his 
everyday life at home with what was 
being taught in. the school room. Such 
a plan of education, the speaker said, 
would inspire n desire for work, would 
encourage the ideal of service and 
efficiency, and would Ibring about in 
the end a more happy, contented, 
prosperous lot of citizens. 


Prof. -Mayne attacked that sort of 
education which subtly, yet .surely, 
fomented a disrespect for labor and 
honest toil, and which held out as the 
educational 
ideal 
something 
apart 
from the realm of actual, practical, 
everyday life. 
He decried that sort 


of parent who says, "Yes, I want my 
children to get an education, so they 
won't have to work as hard as I did." 
He ridiculed the thought that educa- 
tion should be made an easy road to 
idleness, father 
education should 
teach the joy cf work, he declared, 
the principle which has been demon- 
strated again (and again in the lives 
oC men who nave made a success of 
their calling, that work and straggle 
mean progress. 


At the beginning of his speech Prof. 
Mayne called attention to the remark- 
able advancement which 
men 
had 
made in material things. Within th •*, 
last twenty years there ho.d come the 
automobile, the 
wireleps telegraph, 
the air.ship and the submarine. Men 
are up 
to tho minute in material 
things, he said, but in ideas' ami in 
principles they are behind the timus. 
In mental 'attitude a great many men 
are still in. the da.rk ages. 


""Why do we halt and hesitate to 
adopt some new and valuable educa 
tional principle?" lasked the speaker. 
"Why 
is it. that tradition is the hard- 
est thir.g which we have to deal with? 
Too often do we find It asked by 
teachers, not what is the best thing 
to do. but what have they done be- 
fore. How was this problem met in 
the past? The trouble lies in what 
people think an education is. Some 
believe that it is schooling and that 
when a boy goes through from 
the 
first grade to the top he has an edu- 
cation. But real life educates, you 
know that, and there is more educa- 
tion outside of the school room than 
in lit. 


"It is the greatest error to take 
hoys and girls and detach them from 
all thoughts of what is going on out- 
side, and cramp their 
minds with 
dry formulas and worn out theories. 
Why not relate the experience of the 
pupils outside o£ school in the com- 
mon, everyday affairs of life, with the 
work of the school room? We need 
no psychologist to tell us that there 
is noi such thing as the power of the 
mind which is polished up by a cours» 
in school. The mind needs to gro • 
up with its environment. Increase 
the knowledge of a child's environ- 
ment if you want to educate him." 
"Education should teach the im- 
portance of work and how to work," 
continued the speaker. 
"The nation 


suffers most from idleness, the idle 
rich and the idle poor. The history 
of the downfall of every great natio • 
is rooted in the cur.se of idlesness, 
the failure to appreciate the blessing 
of work. Tf ypu don't get pleasure 
out of work, you'll never have any 
pleasure." 
The importance of work for 
the 
school boy and girl was further point- 
ed out (by Prof. Mayne, who called at- 
tention to the rapid progress ma.de 
by the young people reared on 
the 
farms as compared with the city chil- 
dren. On the farm, even the boy of 
seven or eight years is a real part of 
the everyday life and has his duties 
to perform. The capitllization of the 
children's labor on the farms of Wis- 
consin is all that makes those farms 
show a profit, he declared. The ben- 
efits of this farm training which chil- 
dren receive, he said, is evident in 
every walk (of life. The 
speaker re- 
called a. survey which was once mad" 
in Chicago when it was found 
th? • 


'86 out of 100 successful 
doctors, Si 
out of 300 prominent lawyers, 73 out 
of 100 engineers, 12 ministers whose 
fame had spread outside of the city 
of Chicago, and 14 journalists, high 
up in their profession, had received 
their early training on 
the 
farm. 
Such supremacy did not result 
from 
mere chance, it merely proved that 
having been taught the value of work, 
the boys from the farm have better 
chance in the school of life. 


Prof. Mayne paid high tribute to 
Ex-Governor -Hoard for his great work 
in improving the educational system 
of Wisconsin, in paving the way tor 
that vocational and industrial training 
which is now an integral part of the 
school system of the state, and 
he 
said that it was Governor Hoard's 
keen suggestion that set him to think- 
ing with the end that 'he finally has 
taken up .agricultural education. 
"Q-ov. Hoard, the 'cow governor1 of 
Wisconsin, was a man with a vision 
extending into the future. He hag 
done for education what few men are 
given to do, and I was .glad to see 
that the state teachers' association 
had adopted his statement of the real 
purposes of industrial education. 
He 
was the man who put forward the bill 


Atkinson schools 
Governor 
Hoard 
paid a visit to the high school, Prof. 
Mayne related. The governor took a 
real interest in everything that was 
shown to him but hew aa ready lu 
every case with 
some suggestion 
which was an 
eye-opener 
to 
Mr. 
Mayne. In the chemical 
laboratory 
where the students were 
analyzing 
different mixtures, Gov. Hoard asked 
if they had ever analyzed milk; 
in 
the physical laboratory 
Gov. Hoard 
asked If .they had ever considered the 
problem of what horse would be "pull*" 
ing tho most of the load if tone was 
ahead and the other was lagging be- 
hind; 'and In the mental arithmetic 
class he asked if the students had 
ever been asked to figure out how 
much they would have coming from a 
given amount of milk, yielding a cer- 
tain percent of butter fat worth a 
given price. 
"At Hampton Institute In Virginia 
there is B school for negroes where 
the students do the work, build the 
school buildings, beginning with saw- 
ing the lumber and making the brick, 
to the final construction work, besides 
running a farm and doing innumera- 
ble industrial work incidental to their 
education, learning a trade. There is 
a similar school for Indians at Tomnh, 
Wis., there is a similar school for de: 
llnquent and truant boys at Wauke: 
sha, and the state of Minnesota 
spends three fend ,a half million dol- 
lars on such a school for criminals 
at Stillwater. 
But such a chance is 
not open to the ordinary boy. It is 
time that the tables were turned and 
that every boy and girl, be given a 
chance to learn how to work and 
take> a Iplace in the active aflairs of 
life." 


Prof. Mayne said hew as glad 
to 
^;ear of the progress which Jancssville 
uad made along the line of industrial 
education. "Don't drop it," he urged. 
"Make the most you possibly can out 
of it. It is education for the masses 
and not the classes. It has to do with 
life and industry. When the war in 
Europe is over, Germany 
has an- 
nounced that it will revise its whole 
educational system 
along industrial 
lines. Until they get capital cruder 
production will take the place. That 
will be the sort of competition which 
the (United iStates must meet. If we 
are to meet it we must prepare for it 
with 
indutsrlal 
efficiency 
brought 
about by education." 
At the 
otpening of last (evening's 
meeting Judge Fifield recalled some 
of the early history of the Twilight 
club, relating how it was organized in 
the Jail of 1896. The fact that it had 
continued to exist and had flourished 
ever since when other clubs and or- 
ganizations of similar nature 
had 
come end gone, seemed not a little re- 
markable. 
Prof. Mayne said that he 
also was impressed by this fact and 
felt confident that the work pf the 
club was having its influence, not only 
on the members, but on the commu- 
nity as a whole. 
The leader for the November meet- 
ing as chosen last night will be J. E. 
Lane, and for the December session, 
Reverend -C. 'E. Ewing.

SIR JOHN JELLICOE 


IS NOT WELL KNOWN 


BUT IS EFFICIENT 


Description Given of British Com- 


mander of Invincible Fleet.— 


Wai Marked Man In 


Service. 


[BY ASSOCIATED FRJ38B.] ' 


London, Oct. 12.—Of all the great 
leaders of the war Sir John Jellicoe, 
commanding the British Grand Fleet, 
Is least known to the world, and his 
is the portrait 
which 
receives the 
most cheers when it is thrown onto 
screen at a London theatre. 
But 
the British public knows nothing of 
him except that he is the fighting 
commander of the "invisible" power 
of the British navy. 
When war was threatening it is 
related that a meeting of Admiralty 
Lords and others who would have the 
say was held to decide who, in case 
of hostilities, should command the 
British fleet. The opinions ran some- 
thing like this, it is. said:— 
"Jellicoe! He has the brains." 
"JeUicoe.!.-.He . is' young. He has 
the' health to endure the strain. He 
has the nerve." 
"Jellicoe! .-'He- hasxbeen tried in 
every branch of the eervice." 
"Jellicoe! 
His; fellowfcimcers be- 
lieve in him.'-' 
It was that sort .of recommendation 
that helped. 
When the great war 
came he was given supreme command 
and the rest left to'him'. . 
. 
"From the time he. was a midship- 
man Jellicoe has been a marked man 
in the service," said one of his ad- 
mirals. "He is one of those men who 
seems to be born with tireless energy. 
No matter what difficulties arise, he 
is always smiling. Both he and Beat- 
ty were in the first attempt to relieve 
the Peking legations at the'time of 
the tBoxer ' Rebellion. -Captain Jelli- 
coe was then Admiral 
Seymour's 
chief o* staff. When he was wound- 
ed and the little band of seamen were 
surrounded by Boxers and it looked 
as if every minute might be their 
last, he was smiling as cheerily as if 
he had been 
on the 
quarter-deck. 
Nothing ever seems 
to ruffle his 
equanimity. 
His 
personal 
charm 
would win him his way 
anywhere; 
but when you have served with him, 
then you realize what a master of his 
profession he is."

People feel no particular shame in 
having 'neuritis or flat fpet, 'yet these 
popular maladies are Just as surely 
due to individual and familial weak- 
EJSS, as is insanity. A 
doctor 
can 
suggest hospital care for goitre or 
appendicitis with perfect assurance 
but when it comes to the treatment of 
a case of insanity lie has to beat 
about the bush, because of the com- 
mon antinathy to hospitals for the 
insane.

AND EXTRACTS BULLET 


FROMJVOUNDED SOLDIER 


[ay ASSOCIATED PEBSS.] 


Berlin, Oct. 13.—The opening of a 
chamber of the heart anS extracting 
a bullet is reported by Prof ^eunf 
and Dr. Casperson in the current num- 
ber of the Munich Medical Weekly. 
The patient was a young soldier who 
had recovered from a bullet wound 
through the liver. Upon X-ray exami- 
nation preceding his discharge from 
the hospital, a foreign object, was dis- 
cerned in the heart. It moved syn- 
chronously with the 
heart's 
pulsa- 
tions, and the physicians decided that 
it was a srapnel bullet. 


To prevent possible dangerous com- 
plications, It was determined 
to -P- 
move the bullet. 
The breast was 
opened, the pericardium 
slit 
suffl- 
cientlv to permit the heart 
to be 
brought forward, a quick incision wae 
made m the right ventricle and the 
bulelt was immediately found and re-.' 
moved. Much blood was lost, but the 
bleeding stopped after prompt stitch- 
ing, and the patient me.d« a complete 


The bullet, which weighed twelve 
grams, had taken a most erratic and 
extraordinary course. 
It struck the 
soldier on the 
left 
shoulder 
from 
above, as he was storming forward, 
inflicting but a flesh, wound. It pass- 
ed down and diagonally across the 
body, barely marking the skin, was 
deflected by a cartridge box and en- 
tered the liver, passing 
completely 
through it into the vena cava, one of 
the two trunk veins that empty into 
the heart. The bloodstream conveyed 
it thence Into the right venricle of 
the heart.
